The widow of the late Senator 
Thaddeus H. Caraway had an over­ 
whelming plurality over her two 
male opponents as unofficial returns 
from

election 
rolled in today. 
Incomplete and unofficial tabula­ 
tion of 47 counties early today gave 
Mrs, Caraway a plurality of 12,000 
votes over the combined total of her 
rivals. 
ligh t Vote Recorded.

Her victory was sealed in advance 
by the fact that she was the candi­ 
date of the Democratic party. Ark­ 
ansas voters have never chosen a 
senator who was not the nominee of 
the Democrats. 
Mrs. Caraway's opponents in the 
election, held to choose a successor 
to her tote husband, were Rex Floyd 
of Yellville and Sam D. Carson of 
Detonti. 
Because of a light rain over most 
sections of the state and the passive 
nature of the campaign, a light vote 
was Recorded. 
Mrs. Caraway entirely abstained 
from campaigning, leaving her elec­ 
tion completely up to the choice of 
her supporters. She has been serv 
ing as appointive senator in her hus­ 
band's place, pending yesterday’s 
election.

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 13—Testi­ 
mony was ended today before Sam­ 
uel W. Walker of the public service 
commission, in the protested appli­ 
cation of the Pittsburgh & Lake 
Erie railrdad to discontinue passen­ 
ger train service between New Cas­ 
tle and New Castle Junction. 
A decision will be handed down 
later on the request of the railroad 
that it be permitted to route its 
trains In the seventh ward and make 
use of the Baltimore & Ohio station 
there. 
Attorney Robert Wallace, repre­ 
senting New Castle residents pro­ 
testing the application, called sev­ 
eral witnesses in closing his case to 
show that granting of the applica­ 
tion would cause undue hardshio to 
patrons of the railroad in New Cas­ 
tle.C. Edtvard Smith, New Castle 
real estate dealer, declared grant­ 
ing the Pittsburgh & Lake Erie road 
permission to use the Baltimore & 
Ohio would make “New’ Castle 
suburb of the seventh ward”. 
Verbal Fireworks. 
The hearing was enlivened with 
verbal fireworks between ooposing 
counsel over the testimony of W. W 
Walls, who t o l d Commissioner Walk­ 
er he represented interested business 
men, residents of the city, and pa­ 
trons of the railroad who were in­ 
terested solely “in making New C&s 
tie a greater city.” 
Counsel for the railroad objected 
to certain portions of Wall’s testi­ 
mony and asserted he made several 
inflammatory addresses against the 
road before city council and at a 
pubiic mass meeting held at the 
court house. 
Walls, a former street car motor - 
man. said natrons would be forced 
to use trolley cars or automobiles 
in traveling to the proposed station 
in the seventh ward, about tw*o miles 
from the center of the city. He de­ 
clared both Mahoning and Main 
streets, principal thoroughfares for 
this purpose, were dangerous 
cause of grade crossings.

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LAME DUCK AMENDMENT 
T 
HE “lame duck” amendment to the constitution, sponsored by 
Senator Norris and providing for the assembling of a new 
congress on the second day of January following its election 
and for the beginning of the presidential term on January 15 
following the presidential election, still persists. 
It has again 
passed the senate without discussion and with only six votes 
against it. 
Back in 1923 this amendment was adopted by the senate 
with only six negative votes. 
Since then it has passed the sen­ 
ate five times, always with overwhelming majorities. 
In the 
house it has received different treatment, the houses of the 
67th, 68th and 69th congresses having failed to act on it. 
It 
failed of a majority in the house in the 70th congress, and in 
the 71st the house passed a substitute bill which the senate re­ 
jected. 
Obviously there are two sides to the story. 
Opposition in 
the lower branch of congress has come from both parties and 
from their conservative elements, which feel that the defects of 
the present system have been grossly exaggerated by the ad­ 
vocates of the amendment. 
While the system was devised to meet the slow methods 
of travel and communication of colonial times it still has its ad­ 
vantages. 
The cooling-off period it provides after congressional 
elections has spared the nation much hasty and foolish legisla­ 
tion which it would only live to repent. 
And it does not delay 
urgent legislation because congress can always be called into 
special session. 
As to the other pro arguments that a defeated 
party can legislate against the popular will in a lame duck ses­ 
sion and that the present system results in legislative jams, there 
is no record of instances of the former and no system that would 
eliminate legislative jams.

“General” Coxey, now Mayor Coxey of Massillon, O., is a little 
slow in getting his municipal printing presses busy on those low-denom- 
ination bonds he promised before election.

But 
if the banks won’t take it at par, it’s value can’t hold up.

Predict That Between $5,- 
000,000 And $10,000,- 
000 In Orders Are 
Given 


Decrease In Unemployment 
For 1932 Is Indicated— 
Business Is Pick­ 
ing Up

PITTSBURGH» Jan. 13—Predic­ 
tions of a $6,000,000 to $10,000,000 
increase in orders for the glass and 
pottery industries and a decrease in 
unemployment today sounded op­ 
timistic notes at the annual $5CrOOO 
exhibit of the two allied industries 
here, 
In an exclusive interview with In­ 
ternational New£ Service C. H. West 
president of the glass and pdttery 
manufacturers, stated the volume of 
orders placed for the coming year 
would total at least from $55,000,000 
to $60,000,000. 
Business Is Better 
West maintained the figures were 
a conservative estimate and said, 
-it compares very favorably with 
the estimated $50,000,000 worth of 
business done in 1931.” 
“Business is better than it has 
been at any time during the past 
two years” the executive continued. 
“Stocks in warehouses and stores 
are low and I am confident that the 
present exhibition will produce the 
greatest volume of business since 
the peak year of 1929.” 
The glass and pottery chief, one 
of the best known men in the in­ 
dustries, said “more business 
was 
transacted during the first day of 
, the exhibit than during the entire 
first week in 1931. A large part of 
it was due to the stock market up­ 
turn, putting the men of the indus­ 
tries here in a ‘buying mood.’ ” 
Many Are Buying 
Drawing a fine 
distinction 
be­ 
tween the 
words 
“buying” 
and 
‘ shopping” West declared that the 
1,200 buyers from all parts of the 
country and Capada who are here 
for the show weire “buying anJ not 
just shopping.” He repeated that 
“they are placing orders and not 
simply ‘fingering-over’ the displays.” 
West revealed he had been “re­ 
liably informed” that the automo­ 
bile industry was “going 100 per 
cent” with the advent of the new 
models. He declared that a great 
part* of the business of the flat glass 
industry was directly dependent on 
the automobile trade. 
Good Times Reflected 
“Good times there will be re­ 
flected here” he said. 
Meanwhile, R. A. Keel, a repre­ 
sentative of one of the largest glass 
factories in the Pittsburgh area, de­ 
clared the unemployment situation 
would be alleviated. He said 
his 
own concern was operating at 8G per 
cent capacity and predicted an in­ 
crease in the payroll. 
Keel would give no estimate of 
the number of unemployed in the 
two industries. He declared ?here 
were 15 major glass 
and 
pottery 
concerns and 
said 
unemployment 


ranged from 20 to 50 percent of the 
entiie payrolls. 
We are staggering employment 
as much as possible," he said. “We 
look for improvement of conditions 
based on orders given at this expo­ 
sition. Once conditions reach nor­ 
mal, I believe they will maintain & 
high level. 
Colors Return 
More than 25 hotel rooms, banked 
from the ceding to the floors with 
fragile glass and china ware, are in 
use here for the exhibit. The styles 
have veered sharply from the mod­ 
ernistic to the early American. The 
popular color in glassware is a ruby 
shade, it is closely rivaled by green 
and blue. Dinner sets are in plain 
solid color» with simple flower de­ 
signs of scrolls embossed on them.

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 13.—Declar­ 
ing that protection of 1,000 high 
school and college youths from tu­ 
berculosis would cost no more than 
care of one tuberculosis patient, Dr 
James Frederick Rogers, consult­ 
ant in hygiene in the U. S. Office 
of Education today appealed to the 
40th annual conference to the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Tuberculosis 
Society 
to 
make tuberculosis a “hideous night­ 
mare of the past.” 
“Although death* from tubercu 
losis among students attending high 
schools and colleges are few, some 
two per cent have tuberculosis de­ 
veloped to such a degree as to be 
discoverable by the X-ray,” Dr. Rog­ 
ers told the society. 
“These students seldom exhibit 
ordinary signs and symptoms of 
the disease and are a menace to 
their associates. 
Because they are 
a menace to the uninfected, all 
known means of diagnosis should 
be employed to discover these cases 
and they should be placed under 
the best possible conditions for safe­ 
ty of all concerned.” 
Dr. Rogers stressed also the ne­ 
cessity of educating students con­ 
cerning nature of the disease and 
the need for its earliest possible dis­ 
covery and treatment. - 
“Tuberculosis,” he declared, “is a 
preventable disease. 
We should do 
all that we can to make it a hide­ 
ous nightmare of the past.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—“Washing­ 
ton Crossing the Delaware,” famous 
tainting familiar to school children 
throughout the land, will not be 
banished to a Metropolitan Museum 
of Art storeroom.

New Castle experienced its great­ 
est percentage of growth between 
1880 and 1800, according to the 
United States Census Bureau figures. 
In fact its growth in that period was 
greater than that of any other city 
in the United States for the same 
period of time. The population in 
1880 was 11,600. In 1800 it had grown 
to 28,S&9. The growth was due to 
the fact that in that period of time, 
the city experienced its greatest in­ 
dustrial growth, becoming one of the 
more important steel and tin manu­ 
facturing centers of the world due 
to the activity of its capitalists. 
There were a number of things that 
assisted in making this possible, 
among others being the fact that 
New Castle lies in a district where 
many of the ingredients of steel and 
iron were in abundance and the fact 
that it had many railroad systems 
by which raw materials not avail­ 
able here could be brought in and 
the finished products could be taken 
to other points.

CHICAGO, Jan. 13—When rail­ 
road labor chiefs meet in joint con­ 
ference with carriers’ representa­ 
tives here Thursday, they will ask 
for a six-hour day plan with no pay 
reduction as a means of cutting un­ 
employment.

While admitting that the six-hour 
day, with no cut hi wages, siands 
little chance of c:nrurrence by the 
railroad presidents’ committee, the 
union men will advance it as the 
first step in a program ta stabilize 
rail employment and put thousands 
of workers back cn their jobs. 
Meetings Are Held 
The carrisrs are prepared to ask 
the 21 railroad labor organizations 
to accept a general wage reduction 
of probably 15 per cent. 
These points were brought out as 
the union representatives held sep­ 
arate preliminary meetings to de­ 
termine if all delegates had power 
to bargain at the Chicago confer­ 
ence. Further preliminary gather­ 
ings will be held tomorrow, with the 
first session of labor and rail heads 
set for Thursday. The conference 
is expected to last at least ten days. 
It is posisbie the labor chiefs will 
agree to make a reduction of 10 per 
cent if arrangements are made for 
spreading employment over as large 
a number of men as possible. That 
the six hour day will come out of 
the conference under some sort of a 
compromise was the opinion of close 
observers of the situation. 
Labor represntatives will ask that 
the carriers maintain a “stabilized 
force” on their various divisions. 
The unions blame unemployment 
both to current economic trends and 
to a vast increase in the use of ma­ 
chinery.

W. Mayne, Chairman of the presi­ 
dent’s special committee to study 
the pay roll and financial condi­ 
tion of the school district at the 
board meeting last night. The com­ 
mittee and the quorom of the board 
were in favor of immediately plan­ 
ning some drastic changes for a re­ 
duction of expenses. The report 
presented a paisible $30,000 saving 
for the year if adopted- 
The complete statement of the 
committee as presented 
the board 
in as follows: 
Mr. President: 
Your special Committee appoint­ 
ed at the last meeting of this board 
for the purpose of inquiring into 
the financial condition of the School 
District and the 
annual 
payroll, 
herewith submit the following par­ 
tial report after a careful consid­ 
eration of the facts. 
We realize that we are facing a 
condition, not a theory, and that the 
time has now come when a new 
policy shall be adopted by this 
board. A policy of strict economy, 
keeping in mind the welfare of the 
schools and also the welfare of the 
citizens and taxpayers

Sixth: Realizing that conditions 
warrant only the purchasing of ne­ 
cessities we recommend that here­ 
after no purchases of supples be 
made without the approval of the 
Supply Committee. 
Seventh: That hereafter no bills 
be nald ro til the same ha* been ap­ 
proved by the proyer com m ittee.
